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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 





Mr. Chairman and Members of the School Board: 


I hereby submit for your consideration my sev- 
enth annual report of the Thorton schools. 


Three changes were made in teachers during the 
summer, viz., Miss Huntoon and Mrs. Barnard de- 
clined re-election for another year and a change was 
considered advantageous at Lyford school. 


Olive Simonds, a graduate of Plymouth Normal 
School, was secured for the Center school, Marion 
Clark for West Thornton and Cadet teachers for Ly- 
ford school. At the end of three weeks, Miss Clark 
resigned and Altha E. Walker was secured to take 
her place. On January 2, 1926, the school board 
thought best to make another change and this time a 
substitute was secured from the Normal school for a 
short period. It is difficult to find satisfactory teach- 
ers after the schools open in the fall. 


The cadets, who are teaching at the Lyford school 
this year from the Normal school, are doing good work. 
These teachers are visited regularly by a special critic 
teacher from their school so that their teaching is 
kept to a high standard. It seems to me that we are 
getting much better service in this school than form- 
erly and at a less expense to the district. I recommend 
its continuance provided arrangements can be made 
with the normal school. To do this, we should have 
to make a schedule to more nearly harmonize with that 
of the normal school than does our present one. This 
may be easily accomplished. Mrs. I. F. Hazeltine is 
teacher at Mad River the same as in the past few 
years. 


Something warm is being served with the lunch- 
es. in some of the schools this year as was last. There 
is no expense to the district for these as all of the 
materials are contributed. 
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Tests and drills are still continued in the schools 
as a check on progress and efficiency. 


The school census showed 91 pupils in town be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 16 years. We have 7 pupils 
attending elementary schools outside of the diseeieg 
and 12 who are attending high school. 


The required medical examination was made by 
Katherine Ferguson, R. N., of Lincoln. She reports 
many cases of defective teeth, adenoids, enlarged ton- 
sils and 27 who have not been vaccinated. In the case 
of the last mentioned, the law says: “No child shall 
attend a public or private school in this state unless 
he has been vaccinated; or has had the small pox; or 
has submitted not less than three times to the pro- 
cess of vaccination; or holds a certificate of the local 
board of health that he is an unfit subject for vac- 
cination.” I trust that parents having children who 
have not been vaccinated will take notice and see that 
the pupils are vaccinated during the summer so that 
there may be no delay at the opening of the schools 
in September. 


I wish to thank all those who have aed in any 
way to make the schools as efficient as they are and 
also to solicit your further aid and co-operation for 
more effective work in the future.
